‘Canton Hospital, known atnong non--. 
Chinese as “Kerr’s Hospital, was - 
, admittedly chief, To remote corners

| It is within the personal experience 
‘of the writer, who as a benighted 
traveller in a wild and. apparently 
region of country, sought hospitality 
' from unsophisticated hamlet dwellers, 
and succeeded in his quest by claim- 
ing friendship with the mep of heal-, 
ing glfts and graces, far away in the 
provincial city, that a Hospital in 
China cam be a thing to conjure with 
among healed men whose sense ‘of 
gratitude is neither dimmed nor over- 
laid .by other less worthy considera- 
tions.

}clothing, a healthy stock of provi. 


slons, cocking utensils, a pilot clock 
and.a fishing net only purchased the 
day before. .It is supposed that the -- 
native crew of the schooner, getting . 
dred ot. the monotony of things, have 
lit out in order to found a colony of 
their own on some of the nearby 


islands. ‘It should not'take tong to 


bring them to justice, however, and 
in thé meantime the pilots séem te 
be’ taking their ‘trobles. quite 
philosophically. | .
